This King Agariel, the moze fo honour his Knights and 
n2ble Gentlemen abiding in his Realme, determined to ke p 
open Court foz all commers, as none of his pzcdeccfſozs e- 
ver did the like befozebim , and therefoze ſent ab;oad his 
Peralvs, Gentlemen of his Eſcuiry, and others, to ſammon 
bis Lozes, and Barons of France, that on a day appoynted, 
they would all miat at the Court. 

And becauſe none ould be ignozant what he intended, 
ber requeſted that all Gentlemen pzofefſing Armes, at the 
' Feaſt of Eaſter following,ſhould repayre to Paris, being the 
| bead and chiofeſt Citt of the whole Kingdome. The 
. Nudnltkewiſe aducrtiſed all Ladyes and Gentlewonen 

at whoſs command euer one obeyed, ſo that in few dayes, 
the Court was well farniſhed with Lozds and Ladyes : no- 
thing now intended, but delights and Courtly Paſtimes, 
which made the Duke of Burgundy likewiſe repayre thi- 
ther. Now was the Dale aged, a man of good pꝛovidente, 
anda freed Knight, bauing matched in Parriage with the 
Ring of Denmarkes Miſter, u young beautifull Lady, and of 
verſuens education: the Dake hoping to haue iſſac — — 
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beyond ail other, as bzight Cinthia from the gtodlteſt Star 
in the firmament. Ind becauſe that none Hall imagine, how 
(being carryed away with pzinate opinion) I vſs theſe ſp#- 
ches, Jwilimaks god my wozys by diedes of Armes, as 
aint any Knights whatſecucr that dare ſay the contrary. 
Now in regard that nene Hall plead ignorance + J will

Knight I am ;andthers will J defend it in this honourable 
Auarrell, againſt ſuch Knights as will Combat foz the beau⸗ 
fy of their Ladyes, A affirming mine to excell all other in 
perfections. This condition muſt bs obſerued by ſuch as en⸗ 


ter the Held, that they bzing the Ladyes figurs with them 


whom they honour mof ; and if Foztuns frowne on them in 
ſuch lo zt as they be banquiſhed, there ſhall they leaue their 
Ladyes Image, to be placed vader my Piſtreſfe as her ſub⸗ 
j:>. Now if my buhappy Starre fo croſſe me, as A loſe 
the credit J would be loth , ths conquerour Hall enter in 
ay Tent, and in my Lavyes place ſhall bis Piltrefls bee 
mounted , if de means to maintayne her with ſach conditi- 
ons as J dos mine.

All ſach 
therefoze as will make pole of their valonr, Gall find me 
there in my Tent at my appornted dat, and nine dapes af- 
ter to ſuſtaine the ſame quartell in playns Combat, eyther 
at the Lance, the Pace, the Swozd, on hozſeback ozon 
koste, at his choyſe- And thongh A vanquifh one Knight, it 
hall not be latvfall foz nd to reit a minute ſpace, but pꝛʒa⸗ 
ſently take him in hand that ſhall follow : 8nd b& it my 
foztune ts be fopledbpybim , be Call ka pe the field in man⸗ 
ner as rum 292d deniſed. And fo the end all may bs ths 
better executed; pleaſe vou that in lach places where your

Let me p2enatle with ven ſo farre god 
adams, as not tomiſlike my Enterpziſs fo2 yeur gractans 
Loue, fo2 the honour you haue done me, in making me your 
Knight, I p2iz2 at no leſſe valus then my dEre@ bled, 
and ſhould I be held from theſe French exploits, duwozthy 
were I to be yur Seruant : in that(as yen well know) no 
Knightbut carryes the honour of his Lady in ſuch acceunt, 
as he pzefoerres that bete his owne life.

Do laing hand on bis Semitary, Palmerin per⸗ 
cel bing by his geſtute (though he vnde rſteod net his talke ) 
that he wiſhed him no god: wherefoze dzawing his ſweozd, 
be gave the Moore ſuch a troke on the head as he clea ded 
it to his vere tæt h, and ſatd, By God villaine, theu ſhalt not 
take me ꝛiſenec, oꝛ ſend me into the ea to ſeke my ran 
ſome, and ſo may ali diſcourteons varlets be ſerved, as/rs- 
ſemble thee in conditions. Thus leaving the Moore dead, 
de toke another way, leaſt if bs ſhould be followed, hee 
might fall into danger: but (&ing he was unarmed, and 


could not ſpeake the Arabian tongue, he magined that 


at length he mult needs be taken. Perenpon he returned 
backe to the Moore, and taking his garments, left his own 
there, and thence fozward determined to counterfeit him⸗ 
ſelfe dumbe: by which ſubtiltie de thonght to eſcape un- 
knowne , and pzevent his impziſonment, till he found 
meanes to returne towards Almaigne againe. The dax 
ſtealing on a pace, and darke night appzoaching, he caum to 
a faire Fountaine of the cleerelt water (in his opinion) that 
eber he ſaw, where he laping him downe to ref, conſumes 
the night ſo quietly as he could.

FS Almeriq being bzonght_ to his Cham⸗ 
N ber, which was one of the molt ſump- 
ay fuons in alt the Pallace, accozding ag 
Ze (be Pꝛincette had appointed: he made 
z© | figne'ro the Gentleman that attendey 
on him to withdzaw himſelfe, fo2 he 
was accuſtomed to be alone in his 
| C)bamber, wpich he tmmediatle did, 
being loth to offend jim. 
_ Paimerindeing alone by himlelfe,” gave thanks to the 
God of heavon, who ia mtdlt' of his mtskoztahes, rays 
ſeo ſuch a gracions Lady to favour him ſo kindly, as da- 
fended his life when he was in danger, and by whoſe 
meanes he conteided good hope te eſcape his Enemies 
nande, and returne ſafely towards Almaigne. Vis nig/- 
ditations ended, he betooke hiniſelfe fo reſt, and in the. 
mozning, Linus the Gentleman that had himWerharge, 
came and pzeſented him befoze the Solvave, who com⸗ 
manded him to be caryed p2eſently to the Lyone.Alchidi- 
ana timnderCanding that the dumbe Knight was with her 
Fath. r,ent kima tich Mantle of Scarlet,vefringhim to 
weare tt fo2 her ſake 2 which he putting avout him went 
franckly with his keeper to Þ Lions Den, where þ doozs 
being opened, he boldly entred, defiring God to aſſiſt him 
in this pertil. Palmcrin being in the Den, becauſe none. 
of the Lyons Gould get fozth to hurt any other, hcw _ 
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The Lyons comming about him, ſmelting on his clothes 
would not touch him: but (as it were knowing the blous 
ropall ) laꝝ downe at his feet and licked him, and afterward 
went to their places againe. But there were among them 
chzee Leopards, that farionſlp tame and aayled him. The 
f$zmol. whereof he panched with dis Swozd, that he was 
able ts dos ns moze harme. The other two, althongh they 
had tozne his Mantle, and put him in very great danger, 
as theꝝ that loked in at the-windowes and creviſes per- 
ceived: pet fo their no little admiration, in the end he flew 
them both, and ſo went fozth of the Denagains, to whom 
Linus came, and lovingly taking him by the hand, bzought 
him to the Doldane, to whom he diſcourſed his fight with 
N. and how gentle the Lyons had beens to 
im. 

The Soldane greatly aſtoniſhed hiereat, made moze 
eſtimatton ut him then he did befoze,and becauſe the L rens 
refaſed to touch him, ropated him of Royall parentage. 
Wherevpon he ſent foz his Daughter, paving her te in- 
treat him not as a Knight, but as a Noble and verſtous 
Pꝛince, confidering his behaviour ſo well deſerved. The 


 Þzincsfle entertatned him — gractouſly, and hearing the 


ſuccelſe of his happy foztune, ſpake thus in the hearing of 
them all. Becauſe every one chall know, @ir Knight,bow 
mach 4 honour your good gifts, J will cauſe my Father ſo 
well to love you, as he ſhall repent himſelfe a thouſand 
times of the danger he put peu to: and ſo very lovingly 
embꝛacing him,veſired pardon on her dne behalte, betauſe 
the ſaffered him to be thanſt to the Lyons. Palmerin in figne 
of attonement, and that he was ficthing diſpleaſed, killen 
her hand, and fitting down in a Thaire by her,beheld Arde- 
mia, who reſembled his PiltreCe ſo equall in beanty, and 
could rot hold his exe from her, ſo that he conceived ſuch 
pleaſare tu bis regard, as he jabged it ſuſtenance enough to 
maintaine lite. But hs that was ignoꝛant of the — 
ume 
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ſumed that he loved her, wherefoze thencefszward, the be- 
gan ſs amoenreeſly to affect him, as ſhe enjoyed no reſt but 
in his pzefence. Thus werefheſe two Ladies Alchidiana, 
and Ardemia touched with one diſeaſe, and that ſo ſharp- 
ly to the quicke, that the leaf toʒment they endured(ſeeing 
be could neither ſpeake noz underſtand the language) was 
wozſe to them then death. And ſo it fell out, that each of 
them thinking het (clfe beſt belobed,concealed her thoughts 
from the other, and would in no caſe be reputed amozous, 
leaſt ſo her defires ſhould be diſcovered. Alchidiana fo3 ar- 
guments ot her lone, gave him Bozſes, Squires, @er- 
vants and Pages, ſo that the greateſt Pzince in the Court 
was not better furniſhed then he: and in this foztune (ach 
was his minde, that foz all the honoz and ſa our the Soldan 
and his Daughter bare him, he did nat outreach himſelfe in 
behaviour, but was ſo courteous and benigne, that each one 
le ved and deſtred fo be familiar with him. And ik any en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe of Joufts oz Tournetes were in hand; Palmerin 
was the koꝛmoſt in the field, and cat ied the pzize away from 
all whatſoe ver, which incited Maulicus to love him in ſuch 
ſozf, that he entertained him into ſuch ſpeciall credit, as he 
would never reſolve on ang matter of impoztance, without 
bis ſhew of god liking, And albeit the Pzinces of the 
Court ſhewed him god countenance, yet @nvie (that nes 
ver can reſt in ambitious hearts) cauſed them in the end to 
raiſe flander againſt him: which Palmerin perceived, but 
being unable to remedie, awapted convenient time foz bis 
departure, notwithſtanding the earneſt aff dion Alchidi- 
ana bare him. Me knew likewiſe ſo well to diſguiſe his 
matters, that ſa aften as The Pꝛinceſſe would hold him in 
talke, he ſtill feigned not to underſtand her: which made 
her jealons towards Ardemia her Coſen, who by Alc hidi- 
anacs injuries, and Palmerins refuſall of her love, loſt her 
life, as you ſhall read in the Chapters following,

Madam, you muſt lend this Crowne fo the Wzince 
of Paſmeria, defiring him fo your ſake he will weare it on 
bis head, in the chicfelt aFaires of his effate, which he im⸗ 
mediately will accomplifh : but this A dars aſare you, 
that herebphe Gall ſaffer (a many verations, as hs would 
endure a thouſand deaths if he could poſſible, fo be delide⸗ 
red from this tezment,which he hall ne ver be, till the moſt 
lopall Lover in the wozld take if from his heav-The Quien 
lo joxfull hereof as could be, ſent the Crown fo the Paince, 
who received it thankfully, and beholding it ſo ſumptuaus, 
ſaddainly put it upon his head: But pzeſently flew out of 
bis head ſuch a flame of Fire, as it had biene the blaze that 
commeth from a diſcharged Cannon. Then called he fog 
apde and ſuccour, making ths greateſt Lamentations that 
ever were heard: but all was to av end, foz no Kniabt 03 
Ladythere could doe him any gov: and ſo ali the whole day- 


he remained in this eruell * burning alive, — 
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not periching, relem bling the Salamander in the extreame 
fire.

And 
greatly amazed was the Soldane at theſe tybings, canſides 
ring the diffance betwene Calpha and Phrygia : Where 
loʒe hs ſuppoſed that ſome body had injured the Pzince 
fince his arrivall.

But when Palmerin foke his leave foz that Night, 
the P2inceCCe had a little [eyſure to thank him foʒ his honda | 
rable kiadneſſe, and how glad ſhe was that the Gads bad 
reffozed his ſp&ch againe. ne after ſhy ſent bim a moſt 
ſamptnons golden Armour, deſiring bin (fez her ſake) to 
weare it in the Combatte, which Palmerin thankfully ac- 
cepting, aſſured the Pellenger, that he would ſaEiciently 
revenge 
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revenge his Ladies injurie. In the meane time, t the Soldan 


. commanded his Knight Þarthall, to ſ& the Field pzepared 


in readinsCſe, and the @caffolvs foz the Ladies pꝛovide d. 
and to have two thouſand Armed men in place, foz defenes 
of his owne perſon, All which the next mozning was duely 
executed, the Soldane appointing two Kings, and Amara- 
no his two Bzethzen Judges of the Field, whos going to 
their Tenf, and all the Nobility ta thyir appointed places, 
expected n lo ths iCue of the Fight. The Ladies came to 
their tanding: among whom Alchidi anaewed like faire 
Veſper, among the ather ſtars:and ſœns after came the two 
Combattants, ſs bzavely and richly appointed, as nothing 
wanted that could bs imaglied: eſpecially Palmerin, be- 
fozo whom a King bare his Helmet, and the high Aumirall 
of Aſſyria his werd, aud ſa bzavely did ho manage his 
Dozſs, with lach Knightly behaviour, and gallant countes 
nance, that each ons judged bs had learned his knowledge 
befoze bs cams thither into Turkie, and cauſed Maulicus to 
perſwads himlelfe, that the victszy was dvſfinyed to him. 
An the end, that they might the ſooner begin the Combat, 
ths Judges tcoks their ſeates, commanding ſilence thznagh 
the Field, which was pefered with wonderfull refozt of 
people: and then the Beralds fulfliling their charge, gave 
liborty to the Champions to dog their devetre. Palmerin

then ever did Iole;and as eafily.give life to a Fatue of Par - 
ble, as Venus ſometime did, at the requeſt of Pigmalion 
the Carbar : ) was in marbatloas affliaton, having befoze 
dim, on the one fide , feare-to offend God, on the other, the 
lopaltie be owed his Piſtrefſe, and then toe immediate 
death of Alchidiana, if he denyed her. In the end, remem⸗

grace. And dad I not this mozning made pavmiſe to your 
Father, to accompany his power to Conſtancinople, there 
to revenge the death of your deceaſed Unckls Gamezlo: 
ſean thould our labs ſazf to gos effect, and I gather that wet 
flower, which above ali other would Teantific my garland. 
HotwithKanding, my hope is ſach, that in this Uy2geA

ans having with him the valiant Palme- 
rin, de concluded fo ledie a mighty Ar⸗ 
my; to faith that which duty daily called foz. And þaving 
p20vided a hugs number of Gallions, Foyſts, Gallxes, and 
other UcCels, he ſent abzead fo advertiſe all (hs Kings, 
Þ2iaces,Califfes,and Caboꝛlanes bis Subjects, of his will 
and plea'ure, who likewiſs gathering their fozces together, 
wert nambzed fa be abode an hundzed and fifty thouſand 
fighting men. All this while ths Soldan ſo favezrd Palmerin, 
as he had bete wed on him divers Dukedomes, Which he 
made but lender account of, becauſe he continually withed 
to ſ& his Polynarda. Alchidiana, building an his paCed pꝛo⸗ 
miles, daily pꝛeſented him with many rich gifts,and pzact- 
ſed all the deviſes ſhe ceuld to pleaſe his fancte: fog ſo deare⸗ 
l did the Pzincefſe lobe him, as ſhe rather defired her own 
death, then to give him the leaft occaſion of diſliking.

and valiant Pzince in the wezld, whom befoze you have 
ane further knowledge of, you ſhall deliver from death, and 
that very ſhoztly, Weſide, you love a Lady, who in all per⸗ 
fc>:ons of nature, fezinne oz ſpirit, hath not her equall.

On theſe tearmes came Alfa- 
rano, and the dancing beg an, which conſtrained them to 
bzeake off talke, and ſtep int the dance, in which delight 
ttzep ſpent the time till Supper was ſummened, till which 

advertiſement, they were as well, as was Ogyer the Dane 
in Faria. Foz ne ver was Dido (auch an aftecionate audi⸗ 
trice of E eas, r:counting the ruins ofthe Trojans, then 
was the Nuene of Tharſus ts Palmerin $ fowards whom 
ber heart was (ointhzalled, and with ſecret fire ſo waſted 
and conſumed, as doth the Ware befeze the fire. Being 
ſet at the Banquet, Palmerin and Olorico en the ons 
fide, and the QAucene aud Alſarano on the other, the Tas 
fers attending on them were two Ladies, who had in 
charge to give the one, the lla ping and dangerous dzinke, 
trad to the other, the amozous and delicate, pet in effect to 
Novoke fozgetſulues: ſo well did the Ladies diſoharge their 
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office, and the Pzinces tœke this mixed dzinke ſa ſubſtanti⸗ 
ally, as they conld hardly fozbeare fle ping at the Table: 
wherefoze every one ariflug, the QAuene gave the gad- 
night to Alfarano,who pzeſently went to his lodging. Then 
were thofe two lxpie Pzinces conducted to their Cham⸗ 
ber, where being in Bed, they flept ſoundly, and the QAuæn 
comming fo them, accompanied with thoſs truſtie Ladies 
that watted at Sapper : toke the Pzince Olorico, con⸗ 
baxing him to another Bed, foz he was ſo charmed as he 
could not awake. 
Afterwards the Ladies departed, and the Qune went 
to Bed to Palmerin, whom the abuſcd at her owne plea- 
ſure. A matter not to bs eſttemed fabulous, in that other 
habe bene bought into the like caſe, as well may witnefſe 
Brangiena, whs endured theſe [wert skirmiſtzes, becauſe he 
would not manifeft the iſtoze of Yſeul her Piltreſſs, and 
Triſtram. The Queen having ſatisfied her unchaſt vefire, 
cauſed Olorico to be bzought into his place again, and then 
returned to her owne Chamber. 
But now this Gachantment loſing his operation, a fans 
ſe appeared to Palmer in, reſembling his Lady Pglynarda, ' 
who ſaid. Ah Palmerin, difleyall Traytonr and Adulterer, 
bow much are they decetved, that repute the a loyall and 
faithfail Lover? Ah wzetch, unwozthy of ſo god a name, 
having ſo injarionſly fozgotten me. Doe ſt thou not conſider 
thy great offence, committed againſt the Ged of Heaven: 
medling with a Woman moze bznte then dzntiſhnelle it 
ſeife, and thy diſlopall treafon againſt my ſelfe 2 Be afln- 
red, that if thou pzeſently fozſake not ht company : J will 
never fozget thy fault, but chaſtiſe the continually, as a 
diſembling repzovate. Do the departed, Palmerin intrea⸗ 
ting her to pardon this injary, which che wonld not heare, 
but flung away in great anger: and he awaking, bzake 
fo2th into theſe ſpeeches. 
Ah unhappy wzetch that Jam, thus to loſe the gract- 
ous 
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ous fa vout of my Miſtreſſe. Theſe wozds awaked, the 
PÞ2ince Olorico, who embzacing him in his arms, deman⸗ 
ded the caufs of his ſozrow: but Palmerin was (6 ſarpziſed 
with griefe, as he would make no anſwer, buf fell from 
the Bed in a ſwonne. Olorico fearing he was dead, cried 
out foz helpe, whereat the Nuctne aroſe, and caſting her 
Nixght-mantle about her, came to know the occaſſion of 
this clamour: and findinz Palmerin basathleſſe, the called 
fo2 ſo many pꝛeſent temedies, as extinguiſhed the paTionate 
fit, Palmerin ſœing the Quœne lo neare him, clothed him⸗ 
ſeife immediatelp, and departed the Chamber, comman- 
ding all his people to pzovive themſelves, foz he would de⸗ 
part thence within an heures ſpace. Notther could the 
egrneſt intreaties of the Qutene, noz curteons perſwaſtons 
of Alfarano, cauſe him to ftap till Dinner time;buthis Car- 

riages being lent bcfoze, and bis Pen attending him, he 
came to take his leave ofthe Quern, who very (ozrowfal fo; 
this ſtrange accident, ſaid to him ac his departure: 

Hoble ir Palmerin, my heart attainted with (ach ex- 
treame grtefe, as the ſight of you doth ſomewhat remedie, 
expected further hope ofcaſe by eur pzeſence;but ſ@ing your 
departure may net be withſtood, .J p2ay you vonchſafe to 
weare this Ring foz my ſake, and kepe it ſafely,till my meſ- 
ſenger bzing von another liks unto if. Padam (quoth Pal- 
merin) being unable to remunerate the great honours you 
habs done me, J will not denie pour ſmall requcſt ; that J 
may the better felfill the bond of Allegeance, wherein IJ 
ſtand bound to you while J live. Go then in the ſafe pꝛotec⸗ 
tion of the Gods (quoth ſhe) fog thou halt left me ſuch a re- 
s0mpence, as all my life time will be jopfull to me. 

Palmerin not underſtanding her darke ſpæches, de par⸗ 
ted, putting the Ring on his finger, being the mot rich and 
curious piece of wozke that ever was ſ@ne : Fo2 in it was 
agwodly great Ruble cut in faces, ſo lively as could be devt- 
ſed, which ſhin o (6 bzightly, as in the Night time it = 
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led great light. The Quene likewiſe, after ſhe had given 
great Riches to the Admiral), returned to her owne Citic, 
leading thencefozwards a very Chaſte and Continent life, 
onely fo; his ſake, by whom in (iſheꝛt time) he found her- 
ſelfe conceived with child. And at the time appointed by na⸗ 
ture, he was deli bered of a godly Senne, reſembling his 
Father in bzavs conſtitution: whom the Pother catſed to 
be named Palmerendos, as well in memozꝝ ot dis Father 
Palmerin, as alſo of his Grandfire Florendos, from them 
deriving his Name, as being the onely flower of Chidalrp. 
And as Palmer in was vertnons, ſo did his Donne fellow 
him in all dountie, pxadence, magnanimitie, loyaltie, libe⸗ 
ralitie, curfefte and humanitie ; in baiefe he had all tho no- 
bls vertnes that a Childs might roceive from his father,as 
you may at large perceive in his Pikozie. But becauſe as 
ret his deeds ſerde not fs our purpoſe : ws will leave him 
growing under his Mothers charge, and returns to chem 
whom lately we left.

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returned towards his Pajeſtie, lending wozd befoze of 
their ſpeedy comming. The Soldane was not # little joy- 
full of theſe tydings, as atſo of the fotunate victs x againſt 
his Enemies, wherefoze he left the City of Calpha, and 
determined to meet them ata Caſtle of Pleaſure, which 
he had lately Ediſted, chiefly becanſe he would ſee the god 
e2der of his Army, which was now conducted in better equt- 
page, then befoze was wont tobe ſeene in Alsyria. 

The King of Baliſarca cauſed the Captives to be lead 
befoze, who (by his commandement) when they came in 
the Soldans pzeſence ; thzew their Armour to the ground, 
and thzre times fell en their knees kiCing the Earth, pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrating themſelves,befoze him with great reverence, All 
theſe ceremonies finiſhed, Palmerin, the inte Olorico, 
with the other Governours of the Fteld came, and kiing 
his igbnelfle hand, he entertained them very graciouſly ; 
and after he hab embzaced Palmer in, he would needs ride 
between him and the King of Baliſarca. In this ozber 
rode they on ta the Pallace Gate, where his Lady Lethea 
and Alchidiana her Daughter, trickt up in veſtures of ſur > 
paſſing value, attended their comming: and after the accas 
emed reverences on all fides,entred the great Hall, where 
the Pzinceſſe taking Palmerin by the hand, befoze her Fa- 
ther and all his Baroas, thus ſpake. a 

Sir Palmerin, ſa well is your pꝛoweſſe and haughty 
deeds ok armes knowne to ebery one, as my pꝛaiſe cans 
not extoll them to adbautage : Motwitbſtanding, J dars 
ſay befozemy Father, and all his Lo2ds here pzeſent, that 
he is ſo much indebted to pon, as he can never re turne ſuffi - 
ctent recompence. Theſe wozds uttered with ſachaf:cion, 
were noted bp every one, eſpectally the Pzince Olorico, 
and ſtraight Palmerin made this anſwer to the Pzincefſe: 
Padam , here may yon behold the P2ince of Arabia, one 
of the beſt Knights that ever J knew, and who hath done 
mozs Dervice to your Father and you in this Warre, then

armed himlſelfe ' wtth the @wozd and Dhcild, whereof he 
was ſo glad, as if he had bene backed with many truſtie 
friends : bowing be foze he dyed fo make ſach a ſpople a- 
mongſt his enemies, as ſhould remain foz an aſter memozy. 

Cardyno went with all: diligence to the Duke, and ſe⸗ 
cretly acquainted him with all this miſfoztune: Whereaf 
the Duke greatly amazed, anſwered. J will doe mx utter⸗ 
molt foz his ſakefy, becauſe full well he hath de ſerued if. And 
ſo accompanyed with many Grecian Knights, he went to 
the Qatenes Chamber: and thzuſting thzough the ibzong 
in deſpight of them that guarded the Raires, be gotte to tha 
Chamber. At the entrance whereof he found Florendos, 
defending bimſelfe with ſuch manty courage, as nine oz ten 
lay ffaine at his ft.

Then was it agree 
upon, that the Duke thould take him ints his charge, who 
had murdered the ing: on whcm (uch puniſhment ſhonid 
be inflicted, as the canſe required: and hereupon the Dake 
toke his Dath befoze all the whole company. - In this ſozt 
the Kings Kephewes were quieted, who pzeſently depar- 
ted the Chamber, cauſing the dead and wounded te be con- 
beped thence,that the people might receive no further occa- 
fion of offence,-and then the Duke comming to the Pzincs 
Florendos, ſaid: | . 

Preld pour ſelfe te me my Logd, and J pzomiſe you on 
the faith of a Pzince,that J will maintaine both pour right 
and the Qutenes, whatſoe der danger I ſhculd hazard there- 
by. If yon will not, afare your ſelfe that your bodies can- 
not ſuffice the 'v(llanous fury of theſe people, foz they habe 
confidently (wozne your deaths. A know my Lees ( quoth 
Florendos)that you ſpeake the truth, and I repoſe my truſit 
cnyour Noblenefſe, which is ſuch, as you will not ſuffer 
any infarie to the Man being in your Guard: A yeild mp 
ſcife to pou : and earneffly intreat pon not to impziſon the 
Naucene(fozon mine Ponoz)the is gutltlefle. And if any of- 
_ fence hath bene committed, it was byme : pet not without 
jul canſe, and in defence of mine owne life. My comming 
bither was, becauſe J am newly returned from Icruſalem, 
and remembzing the manifold honours, which ſometime Y 
received of my Lady in the Empersur her Fathers r : 
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in my paſing br, 3 was defirous to doe my duty to her. At 
the infant time J was ſalating her, the King came into 
the Chamber,who moved with an ancient hatred, which 


kon bery well kao, would have flaine me: but J pzeven- 


ting his intent with the ayde of my weapon, befowed that 
on him which he wiſhed to me.

Foz this kindneſſe Palmerin returned her manifold 
thanks, and becauſe he might the better reS withont diſtur⸗ 
dance, the cauſed every one ts depart the Chamber, her- 
ſelfe like wiſe aaur te oullę bidding him god Night. Palme- 
rin being alone, leked round about the Chamber, to ſee if 
by aur Armes ez denics;be might know the Knight that ſs 
bappily delivered him: At length, hard by his Bed-fide,hs 
eſpyed the Gicld of Fryſoll, with the Sanne painted there- 
in, which he well remembzed to be his Deuice, whom fog

An which time, there came to ths Caurt certaine Ambac⸗ 
ſadozs, which the King of Hungaria had ſent to the Empe⸗ 
rour, to conclude the Pariage betwiene his Doune Iariſius, 
and the Pꝛinceſſe Griana, the Dake of Gramay being the 
chiefe of this Embaſlage: Who was accompanted with 
many Knights and Gentlomen of name and account, fo 
whom the Empꝛeſſe gaue very gracious Welcome, in that 
Gee had pzivately p2ocared this their comming.

mined. All theſs perſwaſſons could not dzaw one pleaſing 
woꝛd from the PzincelCe, but the exuſed herſelfs ſtill, by the 
deſire ſhee had to remaine as ſhe was, and rather then to 
Marrie ſhe would fake a Religious like vpon her: With 
which woꝛds the bzake into ſuch teates, as the Empꝛeſſe was 
conſtrained to leaue her alone, not doubting to finde her the 
nexttime in better tune. Griana then confidering with her 
felfe, how He ſheuld at length be infozced to yeld, whether 
che would oz no, if Florendos did nat the ſoner accompliſh 
his enter pꝛile: called Cardina vnto her, and ſent her with

Ta- 
riſius, whoſe jealonſte increaſed enery 
day moze and moze, let pzivie @pyes to 
watch every Night, who went in and ont at the Pzinceſſe 
Chamber, and olbeit of long time his labours wers ftu⸗ 
frate.yet at length he and his ſpyes perceived, how he whom 
be moſt envyed, mounted the Garden wall where the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefls la: Foz Florendos having left his company withont 
the Citie, accompanied with Frenato, and both of them well 
armed, he pzivily retutned againe to the Pallace, thinking 
about Midnight to carry her away, foz whoſe Love hee had 
thaulff himſelte into this dangerous hazard. 

Thus having left their Pozſes without the Citie with 
their Pages, and being come ts the Garden wall, Frenato 
helping ths Pzince fo get vp; Tariſius and his men, who 
vnhappilylay there in ambuſh, ran violently vpen him, cry- 
ing all aloud, kill, kill theſe Uillaines, that would diſhononr 
the Empereurs Pallace. At which wozds, Florendos and 
Frenato ſœing themſelues diſcovered, p2eſently-d2ew their 
Sboꝛds, and began fo lay about them very valiantly :; Flo- 
rendos giving Tariſius ſo greata ble on the head, that᷑ he fell 
downe to ground as he had bien dead, and £125 a th of his 
company with him; which _ the reft beheld, ther got * 
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the TUall, and running with gieat clameur inte the Citie, 
crpcd, helpe, helpe, Taritius, whom Florendos (ſaking te 
rob the Emperours Palace) hath crucily murthered. 

tzis nt ple was heard by Griana, Lerina, aud Cardſha : 
who were in ths Garden taping fez Florendos: Which 
did ſo amaze the hardieſt of the th2&, as they knew not well 
what countenance to ſet on the matter: efpectally Griana x. 
hem this feare had ſtrucken in a dead Trannce, but Le- 
rina, and her Silfcr, taking her bp in their armes, con vered 
ber inte her Chamber, and ſeons after into her Bed, when 
recovering herle lle, in extreame wepeng, thus ſpaks.

Daring this 
bote Tumult. Frenato ſ&ing troubles increaſing moze and 
moze, followed the matter with ſuch diligence, as hie got 
Florendos ut of the tz2ong, and tbe dark neſſe of the Night 
was ſach, as they eaſily compaſſed ta get aut of the Citie, 
where their Pages ſtaped with their Pozſes, whereon ther

many times have returned backe againe, ſa loath was he ts 
leaveher whom he loved ſo dearely ; foz being out of all hops

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In which impatience, he rent his comely Locks of haire,and 
haled his fleſh with great vistence, whereupon Frenato thus 
ſpake vnto him: Why how now my Lo2d : will you in ſ@ - 
king Ponour wonnd your ſolfs with ame : oz in arguing 
your Love te your Lady, endanger her Litke?

No no, god Conzin,itisnowno time to declars theſes ewes: 
Wet bs therefoze make ſp@d to our Company, and if xou 
thinke good, wer will ſend one ſecretly backs fo the Citie, 
to vnderffand the end of this troubleſome bzoyls, and we in 
the meane time may ſet fozward towards Macedon. Ah 
ſwert Conzin (quoth Florendos) you ſpeake as ths man that 
cannot compzeyhend my tozments: Thinke you it poſſible 
fo2 me to live, leaving that rare Creatine in ſuch periil, foz 
whoſe Love a Hell ef griefes bath mariyzed my ſoule 2 By 
my Knightly faith A ſweare,that Death ts a fhouſand times 
moꝛe welcome to me, then to be maiſtered by this one con- 
ceit, that I chould live an honre cnt of her Gracious ſervice. 
Well, well Sir ( ſaid Frenato) what you may not doe now, 
referre fil! better convenience, and let vs ſet en befoze the 
Day-light deſcry vs: Otherwiſe, inſeeking ts defend Gria- 
na, Your ſeifc ſhall be witneſſe of her repꝛoach and condems 
nation. Florendos perceiving his Cou zin did adviſe him foz 
the beſt, was well contented tu be ruled by him: D giving 
the ſpurres to their Þozſes, Taped not fill they overtoke the 
reſt of their Company : When he diſpatched an E quire pꝛe⸗ 
ſently backe to the Citie, commanding him Eratghtly fs dis 
rec ſwne to the King his Fathers Court, the Nen ok e⸗ 
nerp thing that happened in his abſence. 

But now to returne where befoze wee left, Griana had 
not long Kayed in this hucly burly, but Ge perceived the 
Emperour was riſen, who in all haſt cauſed his Guard ts 
arms themſe lues to helps Tariſius: Foz by this time had — 
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two nights which eſcaped, advertiſed it in the Court, that 
they coke Florendos ag he was climbing the Garden wall, 
to goe to diſhonour the Pzinceffe Griana. At which repoꝛt 
the Emperour was ſo maued, as that he went in great furie 
ts his Daughters chamber, whom he found in her Bed. moze 
likely to dye then liue: bat neceſſity (whereof many doe gf- 
ten make a vertue) made her cover her weaknefle with a 
fatre ſhew of courage, ſs that when ſhe (@ him enter, ſhe 
w2apped her ſelfe in her Nigh{-mantle , and came befoze 
him, to whom he began in this manner?

Griana heating him (ſpeake ſg roughly, anſwered him a- 
gaine thus mildly : Me Kozd and Father, J beſæch you to 
pardon me, von accuſe me, and J know not whereof : if J 
haue done cvill, it is inyou to chaiſe me as you ſhall pleaſe ; 
and if J be innocent, boachſafe good Father not ts condemne 
nie. Ah varlet (quoth hee) this ercuſs ſhall little pzofits 
the. Do taking ber very rudely , he locked her in a ffrong 
Tower, whereof he carried the Kep himielſe: Zhen went 
her to Tariſius his Lodging, to (& how he did, lo; it was told 
him, that he was in danger of his Life: Mhere he found the 
Empz;eſſe heavily weping , but he canſedher fo goes fo her 
Chamber, and commanded his Chyzurgions to loke di- 
ligently to his Nephew , and not to ſpare any colT to pur⸗ 
chaſe his health. Row becanſe they which ſearched foz Flo» 
rendos, could not finde him, the bznif and rumour was qua⸗ 
lifted , and the Empereur went againe to his Chamber till 
the Mozning, when the Empꝛeſle hearing that her Daughs 
ter was in Pziſon, tœke it derꝑ heavily , and kn@ling be- 
foe the Emperonr, defiring bim that ſhe mighs fetch her 
oth : But de was ſs angry, as her Fezds canld dos nos 
thing with him, ret he granted that ſhe Gould goe ſt — 
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and toke with her the Rey: When He entring the Tower, 
kound her fitting on the ground ſo blubbered with teares, as 
was lamentabls to behold ; But when ſhe beheld her Bo- 
ther, Me aroſe, and doing her reverence , could not ſpeake, 
her teares ſo obercame her, The Cimpzeffe that loved her 
dearely, ſ&ing her in this grievons eſtate, had much ados 
to diſſemble what ſhe thought, how be it, after a feb light 
wozds palled betwene them, e laid. J am ſozrie Daugh⸗ 
ter, that vou haus (o lightly, thzowne peur affection vpon a 
Stranger, and that yon fozget your Dutie, in not following 
pour Fathers connſell and mine, whe well knew the Lone 
Tariſius beares yon, and no othcrwiſe Daughter, then to 
take you ts his Wife. Bat pou (are caried away with that 
lwſenefſe, which ill agrees with your credit and calling) haue 
rather thought bet, to grant Florendos entrance by pour 
Garden, at ſach a ſuſpected houre, as whils you live, pour 
Woaouc will be hardly thougzt on: Foz two of Tariſius his 
Kaights, who thought to take the Traptoz, are ſlaine, and 
mp Nephew himſelfe dangeronſle eſcaped. Griana hearing 
hin called £raytoz, whom the ſo highly loved, and that 
he her lelfe was accuſed, by that which ouggt to erence 
her, anlwered? Padame, and mp gracious Mother, as 
pet J am ignozant of the Cauſe, tyat hath moved the 
Emperour in ſuch choller again me: and ve it foz this vou 
ſpeake of, tn (oth J am offered very great inſurie, fez J 
know not whither Florendos, oz any other habe ceatred 
me Garden: Mell J am allured, he came not where J was. 
Theſe are ſtrange newes to me Madame, J would rather 
have thought him on his way towards Macedon, in tre- 
ſpect of the lolemne lea be he toke in the Court. Fo my 
part, I wauld that the Traptoz which was the-canſe here⸗ 
of, had long ſince bene buried in the bottome of the Sea, 
then he ſhould abuſe the Bonour of Florendos, with a mat » 
ter of ſach billany, wherein A cannot judge him faultie: but 
were it Padame, I am at a point, let him dre the Death

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as he hath well deſerved, koz mi dutte to you my Parents 
bath taught me better nurtu'e, and Love can be ns pzibt- 

Then geb «other, twit not ms with 
impeach of Ponour in ſs innoceat a caule, foꝛʒ defence wheres 
of, were the Death pꝛeſent vetoze mine epes, J baue ſoz⸗ 
rowed as much as J would, and am mozs readę to embzace 
it then live in ſafpect , ſo ſhall my Father and peu be eaſed 
of xzoviding me a Husband. As foz the Pziſon wherein A 
am, I will not deny his kadeur when it ſhall pleaſs him to 
deliver me: But J ceuld take it farce mezs contentedlx, ta 
ſpend the remainder of my following daes thus Holitarie, 
then to live abzoad miſdæmed on by any. Fatre Daughter 
(ſaid the Empꝛeſſe) doe not diſcomfoꝛt your ſelle in this ſozt, 
the Emperour had ſome reaſon in regard of the loves hee 
beares vou, and the cuf-ragious fumult which happened ) to 
doe as he hath done: but J hops in the end all will ſazt fo 
the belt, and that you your ſelfe ſhall remaine contented. 
Many other @pzches paſſed betwene them, till at length 
the Empꝛeſſe left her and departed, foꝛ ſhe thought long till 
ſhs was with the Emperour, to let him know the talke be⸗ 
twene her and Grian« : which the did without omitting a⸗ 
ny thing,natwithEanming he was moꝛe ſevers to his Daugh⸗ 
fereverp dap after. Then ſent hee foz the Ambaſſadozs and 
thus he began with them. 

Be Lozvs, at this time J am adviſed, that you Call re- 
turns fo your King my Bꝛotper, koz in reſpect of the acct- 
dents which you haue ſ&ne to happen, I will crane pardon 
foz this time, referring matters over till ſome other time, 
when thing: Hall fall in better diſpoſition. 

The AmvaCavoars vuderffanding ths Empercurs plea⸗ 
ſure, ths next day foks their leans toward the King their 
Matter, to whom ther declared the whols in general! : 
whereat hoe conceived (ach diſpleaſure, as be pzeſently ſeut 
fo2 bis Denn Tariſius, who had not as yet recovered his 
baalth- But hee was ſe engmenred gn the young Pzincefſe, 
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as he would not obey his Fathers command: but ſo ſane as 
he was imdifferently amended, be intreated the Emperour 
to pardon his Darghter, accuſing his owne men, who vn-

Bythis meanes, the EmpzeCe and her Ladies obtained li⸗ 
bertie daily to atcampanyGriana ; but all the night-time he 

cauſed her to be locked vp as cloſely as befoze, committing 

ber to the chargs of an aged Genflewoman named Tolome- 

ſtra, whom her commanded vpon paine of Death, not to he

| rendos imagined himſelfe without life, not hea- 
ring any tydings from his PiCrefle Griana, he concluded to 
reft af the firſt Towne he came vnta, there 10 expect the re- 
furne of the Eſquire he ſent to Conſtantinople: hs retfur- 
ned towards his Maſter ſoner then he loked foz, hy reaſon 
of the little abode he made in the Emperours Court:;-#F02 
he ſtayed not when he heard that Griana was Jmpziſqued, 
and that Tariſius was not flatne,as his Maſter was pexſwa⸗ 
red. Theſe. Newes did wonderfallp afflia the Þ zincs,. as 
well foz the hard vfage of his (wet Friend, as that he had 
failed in killing him, by whoſe Death he well haped to re⸗ 
cover his lofle : all the whole day wenldhe receive na ſaſte⸗

The Soldane was not a little joy, 
full of togie tydings, as alſo of the foztunate vico29 agatuſt 
his Enemies, wherefoze he left the City ef Calptia, and 
determined to meet them ata Calle of Pleaſure, which 
he had lately Edificd, chtcfly becauſe he Wentd (ce the gap 
e2der of his Aimy, which was nom conduged in better eqai⸗ 
page, then be foze was wont tobe ſeene in Alsyria. 

Tyr Ring of Baliſarca cauſed the Captives to be lead 
bekoze, who (by his commandement) when they came in 
the Soldans pꝛeſence: thꝛebo thei: Armour to the ground, 
and thꝛee times fell en tbeir knees killing the Earth, pꝛo. 
iti acting ſttemſelves, belc ze him with great re verence. All 
tele ceremonics finiſhed, Palmerin, the Pꝛince Olorico, 
lriththe other Governours of the Fte!d came, and killing 
his Highnelle hand, he entertainedthem very gractiorſly : 
and after he had embꝛaced Palmer in, he Would needs ride 
between him and the King of Baliſarca. Ja this oꝛder 
rode they on to the Pallace Gate, where his Lady Let hen 
and Alchidiana her Daughter. trickt up in veſtures of ſur⸗ 
paTing value, attended their comming ; and after the accu⸗ 
ſtemed reverences on all ſides, entred the great Hall, where 
the Pꝛigcelle taking Palmerin by the hand, befoze her Fa⸗ 
ther and all his Barons, thus ſpake. 

Sir Palmerin, ſo well is paur pzoweſſe and hanghty 
deeds of ermes knewne to ever ene, as my pꝛaiſe can» 
not extall them to advazutage: NotwithCanding, J tare 
lap befeze my Father, and all his Lozds here pzeſent, that 
be is ſo much indebted to ou, as he can never returne ſuffi⸗ 
tient recompence.

Palmerin thus floting on the govern⸗ 
ment of Neptune, imagined how with ſafetie he might 
fo;fake his company, wherefoze he commanted to unbinde 
all the Chaiftians. Fo2 (quoth he to Olorico ) ſeeing they 
are Pacriners, and well (ki!l'd in the Art of Navigation, 
they may ſtand us in gov ſtead, if time ſo exgiare,, 02 eng 
ſuddaine Tempeſt (cu'd aCaile us: but the vetter to be- 
gulle bis owne people, ve cauſed them to ſiuc ate thetr faiths 
fall Der vice to him. 

The night being come, and he ſeing that ever ons 
f-pt ſoundly : called two of the Chꝛiũ ians, anden the Al- 
maigne tongue thus began. Py Friends, give thanks fo 
God foz your Feztune, in that pou Chaiſtians bebe found 
one of pour Faith and Religion, whs hats god hope ſheztlp 
fodeltver prufrom theie Yeathen b-ll-hegnds ; fherefeze 
feare apart, and regaid well your Quadzant, if peu cen 
tom palle any meanes to get the Coaſt of Almaigne. The 
Cbꝛiſtians moze glad then can be t xpꝛeſſed, anſwered, that 
they mond accompliſh bis commandement, and therefoze 
he ſhould repoſe his truſt in them. About Pidnight,oas God 
would, began a great Tempeſt and bluſterirg of Mind, ſo 
that in deſpight of the Pylots and Marriners, the Fleet 
wzs ſevered in many parts: but the Chꝛiſti ins perceiving 
that this Minde ſerved well fo2 their availe, knew ſo well 
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bobs fo c2dcr their Caurſe, that in ſoz! time they got farre 
enong) from tzeir companie, and thus continued the Wind 
fo; tenne c twelde dayes, foz which Palmer in devontly 
thanked God. 

Þ2 happily Cfcayed Palmerin With his Alanignes, 
that one of them at length tolo him, they were neate the 
Straites of Gib:altar ; foz which Palmerin net a little 
japfail, ſaid : Yawihat they wizht palle Spaine without 
fearu, asd ſo the (wner reacy Almaigne · But when they 
began to Csaſt th: Straite, the Turkiſh Pariners were 
amazed, ſaping that the Chriſtians knew not their Coarſe, 
being moze then eight thouſand Leagues fozth of their 
C mpa ie. | , 

Pal:nerin fearing to be diſcovered befo2e he tame to his 
intent, anſwered in anger; that the Chriſtians knew their 
Coarſe better then they bid, bidding them to pzate no m226 
on paine of their lives: which thzeatning, p2oſenily dzove 
them all to flence. ffterwards, they Bailed with ſo god 
Winde, as they tobe Landing at a Pozt in Almaigue, 
Which at this day is called Toledo: Mhen the Chriſtians 
laid to Pal:nerin, haw that was the place where they were 
bozn?, wyere (ik lo he pieaſed) they deſtred their libertie. 
Palmerin aſſaring them of their requeſt, anſwered t5at by 
bimſolfe would land there, and therefo2e went fi; en hoze, 
feigning to ſ@&ke freſh Water, and all things accompliſhed 
to his owne deſire: he cauſed his Yozſe to be bꝛought fozth, 
and Oloricoes likeiviſe., who was 1npoztunitc to bears 
him company.

ned to fo zſa ke pour company, and returne againe to mp 
Lezd, foz too much ſheuld J offend my God, to gee with 
nu in the Soldans Dervice. Mherekoze wy loving Friend, 
let me intreat yon to held me excuſed, ſtroaring to you (by 
the faith of a Knight) that whether elſe it ſhall lie you to 
ö gee, J will accomplifh your mind in any thing.

ö ints your er vice, and among them to ſhare all my treaſure 
; in the Ship, becanſe J will have nothing with me bat 
myYo2zſe and Armeur. And notwithanding all this, 
frarenot to pꝛeſent peur ſelfe befoze the Solbane and Al- 
chidiana 2 fog to them will J wzite ſuch matter of you, as 
they hail accept you in my place, and with as great henour 
as ever they did me. If Heaven fo faveur me, as J may 
come to the knowledge of my Father, J will ce:rtiffe you 
bith the truth ok all. As fozmp ccunterkeiting to be dumbe, 
bas onely but to awasite oppozinnity, when with ſafety I 
wight eſcape from thence. 

JiOlorico at the firft was amazed, what may be jad- 
fed of him now? Notwithffanding, be loved Palmerin fo 
perfectly, as he returned him this anſwer. Although Sir 
Flmerin, we are of contrary Faithand Dpinten, pet bath 
your Noblenes and humanity gained ſuch pztviletge over 
ne. that as you have long time lived a Cbꝛiſttan among

Olimaell being thus en the Sca, laden kth Cbziſtian 
ſpoxles and pꝛiſoners, at length entred the poz! of the great 
Ciitꝝ cf Tubant: Where he made ſuch a charefull nepſe 
of Dzammes. Trompete, Clarions ant Coznefs, as though 
the greate ſt Mona chy in the woꝛle had come to take lan-
